1. BUENOS AIRES REGIONAL DELEGATION 

9 DELEGATES, OF WHOM 2 PHYSICIANS AND ONE SPECIALIST 
OF CENTRAL RESEARCH AGENCY SENT FROM GENEVA ARE ATTACKED 
TO THE DELEGATION IN ARGENTINA, AND HAVE, SINCE JANUARY 
1980, CONTINUED THEIR PROTECTIVE OPERATION ON BEHALF OF 
PERSONS DETAINED FOR SECURITY REASONS, BY VISITING THEH 
IN THEIR PLACES OF DETENTION AND BY GRANTING THEM AND 
THEIR FAMILIES MATERIAL ASSISTANCE. OH THE OTHER HAND 
THE ICRC HAS CONTINUED TAKING STEPS TOWARD LOCATING

2,754 DETAINEES. AS USUAL THESE VISITS WERE THE OBJECT

IN FEBRUARY THE DELEGATE GENERAL FOR LATIN AMERICA HAD

OF STATEMENTS EMANATING FROM CLOSE RELATIVES. SINCE 
1977 APPROXIMATELY 2,500 CASES OF PERSONS REPORTED 
DISAPPEARED HAVE BEEN SUBMITTED TO THE AUTHORITIES.
